Bricks and Stones 


Wall surfaces of natural textures play 
an important role in contemporary in- 
teriors, and decorators who want the 
real thing should investigate the serv- 
ices of The Manhattan Stone & Brick 
Company, 521 Fifth Avenue, New York.

Antique Reproductions at Yale Burge 


A significant Traditional Collection 
consisting of fine antique reproductions 
has just been introduced by Yale R. 
Burge Antiques, 42 East 57th Street, 
New York. These items, representing 
thirty-six individually styled pieces 
adapted from 18th-century antiques, 
were expressly chosen by Burge. In 
addition to authenticity of design, the 
items are striking in their individuality 
and elegance, featuring unusual flexi- 
bility of finish and materials. For ex- 
ample, a circular table in steel and 
brass adapted from the Directoire pe- 
riod (circa 1789) is also available in 
wood, with slate, marble or terazzo top; 
while a charming wrought iron and 
cane bench of the same period doubles 
as a table with glass top over the 
cane. The austerely elegant Directoire 
bérgére (circa 1795) illustrated is a 
further example of the disarming sim- 
plicity of the entire collection, the 
beautifully carved wood frame accen- 
tuating the fine tailored lines of the 
upholstery.

Modern Braided Rugs 


Nothing is more closely associated with 
the growth and development of America 
than the braided rug. It originated with 
the 17th-century colonists as an effective 
means of stopping the freezing drafts 
from cracks in rough-hewn board flcors. 
The earliest rugs were naturally crude, 
braided hit or miss by hand from any 
cloth pickings or rags available, but it 
was not long before they became ob- 
jects of beauty lovingly made by pioneer 
hands from Maine to Georgia. It was 
in 1917 that machine-made braided 
rugs were introduced by Topton Rug 
Co. They were authentic in color and 
supplied charm and beauty for floors 
at modest cost, and were an instant 
success. The reasons for their success 
then are the same today; they supply 
quality lasting for generations of wear, 
they are made of all-new fabrics, are 
heavy and closely stitched, and al- 
ways lie flat on the floor without buc- 
kling.

Luxura by Grosfeld House 


Simplicity and elegance are not easily 
combined, yet these two qualities key- 
note the Luxura collection of furniture 
at Grosfeld House, 215 East 58th Street, 
New York. Designed by Bachstein and 
Freitag A. I. D., the collection reflects 
their knowledge of decorating as well as 
furniture design, with emphasis on what 
is needed to create interiors which are 
luxurious yet restrained in feeling.

In planning the interiors of the new 96 by 94 foot 
Rochester Savings Bank, interior designer Rachel Lee 
keyed her scheme to the bank’s handsome architecture 
a white marble exterior with gigantic windows boldly 
framed in brown and black polished granite. Since the 
huge windows were an outstanding architectural feature, 
with a 16-foot high expanse of glass facing the street and 
exposing the entire interior from the pink travertine 
marble floor to the white acoustical tile ceiling, Mrs. Lee’s 
first selection was curtain and drapery fabrics. For 
draperies, a modern design of a snowflake pattern was 
made in special colors of white, black, gray and pink on 
a cocoa ground echoing all the colors of the exterior. To 
soften the light yet keep an open view, the street windows 
are curtained in a white fishnet pattern—600 yards in all, 
which cascades from ceiling to floor. This serves as an 
airy backdrop for a handsome arrangement of fountains, 
green planting and aquariums set on the window ledge. 
To relate the decoration with some identifying feature 
of the firm, Mrs. Lee has incorporated the bank’s emblem 
of a beehive into the design scheme, and it appears as 
wall decoration above the tellers’ counters and as up- 
holstery on several chair backs, embroidered in panels 
of cocoa gros point in black, yellow, white and silver. 
Tellers’ counter have stainless steel fronts and white 
marble tops, and individual areas are defined by vertical 
walnut battens. All exposed wood on the battens and 
chairs is finished in a grayish brown matching the finish 
of the walnut desks: while the pink of the floor is repeated 


on walls and stairs for an integrated design scheme.

Valley Ho, unique as an interesting example of hotel 
regional architecture in the contemporary manner, as 
designed by Architect Edward L. Varney, is equally out- 
standing for its individuality as an example of interior 
design developed in the same spirit as the architecture. 

The effect produced by a free use of native materials 
as a feature in the design of the exterior, for example, 
instead of being minimized in the interior by the decor- 
ator, has been emphasized throughout in the decorative 
schemes, This observation is perhaps most evident in the 
lobby where the texture of natural stone walls and floor, 
a feature of the room, is complemented by the texture of 
fabrics and rugs. A free hand in the distribution of grow- 
ing plants and flowers about the rooms is another notable 
contribution by the decorator in the interests of beauty 


for the admirable and supremely livable interiors. 
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{tmusphere of cocktail lounge is made 
doubly enjoyable with murals by Texana, 
done in phosphorescent paint whose pig- 
ments under black light glow pink, purple

Venetian décor with modern accents, characterizing 
the newest three-room suite of The Plaza, is particularly 
appropriate for the vast high-ceilinged rooms suggesting 
a palace rather than an apartment. Situated in the 
seventh floor, the suite includes a long foyer, living 
room, two bedrooms and two baths, overlooking Central 
Park and Fifth Avenue. 

The livable atmosphere that has resulted represents 
the careful planning, with an ever-vigilent eye to correct 
scaling of furnishings and distribution of color. Decora- 
tive interest is provided by draperies of formal design, 
the overscaled accessories and contrasting areas of color, 
as well as texture—so important in achieving any luxuri- 
ous effect—and a fine selectivity in antiques. Sculptured 
ceilings of the suite are painted in white and beige, with 
walls also white, alternating with two shades of beige. 

The floor of the foyer is vinyl tile in a diamond pat- 
tern outlined with inlaid brass. Furnishings include a 
modern console, flanked by brass chairs, over which 
hangs an architectural painting by Giovani Paola Pan- 
nini, depicting columns amid ruins. 

The living room and master bedroom, connected by 
sliding door panels, have walls divided into panels and 
painted in three shades of beige. Original window shut- 
ters throughout the suite have been restored and painted 
beige, reminders of the European way of preventing 


outside glare. 
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Foyer with beige walls is dramatized with 
diamond pattern in Robbins beige, white 
and Venetian red vinyl tile from William 
Gold; brass console, with Kappa-Shell top, 
and chairs in Schumacher vermillion uphol- 
stery, by Luberto Designs; antique archi- 
tectural painting from French & Co.; sculp- 
tured figure holding sheaf of gilded palms, 
from House of Bourdon. 


Circular bay of living reom, left, has 
pelmets of Howard & Schaffer orange satin 
with Standard white guimpe and tassels;

The immense Thunderbird, immediately north of 
Miami Beach, is unique in motels with over 5000 bed- 
rooms spread over a square mile area in an assortment 
of buildings; and with weather-worn old brick for the 
facade, and acres of fenestration on both east and west 
facades, the buildings have been given great architectural 
impact by Charles and Norman Giller, architects for the 
Thunderbird. 

At a total cost of $3,000,000 the interior designer. 
well-known for his restaurant and night club interiors, 
has coordinated the décor of the entire project in a 
beautiful “stage setting for relaxation.” the over-all con- 
cept being one of simplicity in color and line, with a 
basic black and white color scheme heightened with 
accents of pure color contributing the gaiety associated 
with resort living. The curtains for the two-story lobby, 
for instance, are white Fiberglas imprinted in a pattern 
of broken lateral stripes in orange-red, turquoise and 
black, adapted from a Hopi sand painting: and the 
exposed floor throughout, including the stairway to the 
mezzanine, is black and white terrazzo. 

The identifying “T” trademark in backlighted steel, 
that dominates the plinth towering over the structure, 
appears again in many variations on menus, matches, 
china and glass, shower curtains, stationery and linens, 
rounding out the complete and satisfactory services 


rendered by the interior designer for his clients. 
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View of motel at night, showing colorful 
lighting and fenestration in walls of old 
brick of main building; attractive planting 
enhances pleasing architectural lines. 


Lobby, with black and white terrazzo stair- 
way floor to mezzanine, is enlivened by 
plaques with designs inspired by Hopi sand 
pictures in poster black, orange-red, tur- 
quoise and earth-brown by Audrey Corwin. 
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Main lobby, showing immense window cur- 
tained with Dazian Fiberglas in orange-red, 
turquoise and black lateral stripes, back- 
ground for Karagheusian charcoal and black 
island carpet on black and white terrazzo 


floor, and Regaline sofas and chairs of silver 
metal in Duratex and Craftex turquoise up- 


holstery; other furniture by Charles Inter- 
national; starburst halo lighting fixtures by 
Peter de Guard, chandelier by Feldman;

Walls of card room are painted gold, match-

In designing the Yale Motor Inn, luxury motel on the 
Wilbur Cross Parkway, the interior designer was in- 
volved with every design aspect from architectural col- 
laboration to the selection of the colors of the sheets. 
Three equally important factors influenced the planning 
at all times; client budget; facility of maintenance and 
operation; and a quality of elegance to invite the motor- 
ing guest and encourage his return. 

Yale blue, the motif color used for exterior trim and 
the key color in the gatehouse lounge, is carried out even 
in the motel’s stationery and printed brochures. The two- 
level lounge has a small waiting area adjacent to the 
registration desk and lavatories. In this entrance area, 
walls are painted blue, and against them are a pair of 
brass coach lanterns. Parent-child painted rockers, a 
pine settle, brass umbrella stand, and white Franklin 
stove furnish this area. The registration desk is white 
Formica, walls and doors to lavatories are Gilford white 
sequin vinyl. The lounge proper is a room 18’x30’, 
with one entire window wall opening into a central 
quadrangular court, and a large flush fieldstone fireplace 
on the facing wall. Textured carpeting, a blue, white and 
black tweed. covers the floor on both levels. 

The raised lounge, with ten-foot ceiling of white acous- 
tical tile, has walls of pickled pecky cypress, the step-end 
opening through painted turned columns. The fireplace 
grouping includes a pair of sofas, upholstered in blue, 
flanked by a pair of pull-up captains chairs with seats 
of Siamese pink vinyl. The window wall is draped with 
an overscale print in blue, green, black on white, and 
before the windows is a specially designed coffee table, 
set with antique brass hinges flanked by two low club 


chairs. At either side of the fireplace, square tubular 





brass coffee-tables, mosaic-tile-topped, have been wall- 
each holds a blue porcelain lamp, with blue ombre 
shade. At the far wall, a pine hutch cabinet holds objets 
dart, and a pair of writing-chairs stand at either side. 
A gaming table with four black Hitchcock chairs and a 


hung; 


tall wing chair in metallic-shot Siamese pink completes 
the furniture layout. 

The bedrooms are designed in two ways: as studio 
rooms, with two single beds, or as family rooms, with 
two double beds. The color plan for these rooms is gold 
and white, fresh and appetizing. In the studio rooms, the 
white textured-plastic upholstered headboard beds are set 
at right angles, in the family rooms they are in a spot- 
lighted alcove. Carpeting is in alternate bands of 18” 
gold stripes with 9” white stripes, the stripes running the 
narrow dimension of the room to add apparent width. 
Cement block walls are painted yellow, exposed-beam 
ceilings are pickled white. Entrance alcove, containing 
sliding shutter-door closets and leading to bathroom, is 
in Renverne’s “Chestnut Leaves” wallpaper. The furni- 
ture includes white wrought-iron upholstered club chair 
and ottoman and pull-up chair, coffee table, curved dress- 
ing table bench, and luggage bench. Important in the 
room is the 61% ft. long wall-hung counter with drawers, 
designed by Joseloff, of fiberesin, for wear, in a limed 
oak finish, serving as dressing-table, desk, and television 
base. Between the beds, a custom-designed wall-hung 
table, of the same material, contains light switch and 
television controls. Lighting plan includes strip-lighting 
over counter, down-lights over beds, lamp-table at chair- 
side. Draw draperies of silk and Fortisan are of beige, 
or turquoise, or gold, alternated so that they form a color 


pattern when viewed from the court. 
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Expanse of pickled pecky cypress wa!! of 
gate house lounge is broken by raised field- 
stone fireplace, background for main furni- 
ture grouping consisting of pair of Mason 
Art sofas in Boris Kroll fabric, specially 
designed coffee table and Miracle Americana 
pull-up chairs in Siamese pink Vicrtex; wall 
at end is dominated by Welsh dresser, also 
by Miracle Americana, source for tables 
with black and gold Hitchcock chairs; brass 
wall consoles, with tile shelves holding 
Daniel Halpern lamps, from Mariano; blue, 
white and black carpet from Esquire Floors.

he AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF DECORATORS work- 
ing with the Department of Labor has suc- 
ceeded in substituting the term “interior designer 
and decorator” for interior decorator in the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Dictionary of Occupational Titles, 
thereby giving the change in nomenclature official 
recognition by the U. S. Government. 

Twenty-one years ago I began an editorial cam- 
paign to change the nomenclature of this profession 
from interior decorator to that of interior de- 
signer. On the following pages, you will find 
reprints of some of the editorials aimed at this 
effort. 

The following is an official transcript of the 
change in nomenclature to interior designer and 
decorator, as well as a definition of function as it 
will appear in the next edition of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


DICTIONARY OF OCCUPATIONAL TITLES: 


‘Interior Designer and Decorator (including 
Consulting Decorator ) —Designs, plans and fur- 


nishes interiors of houses, commercial and institu- 
tional structures, hotels, clubs, ships, theatres, as 
well as set decorations for motion picture arts and 
television. Makes drawings and plans of rooms 
showing placement of furniture, floor coverings, 
wall decorations, and determines color scheme. 
Furnishes complete cost estimates for client’s ap- 
proval. Makes necessary purchases. places con- 
tracts, supervises construction, installation, finish- 
ing and placement of furniture, fixtures, and other 
correlated furnishings, and follows through to com- 
pletion of project. Note: This definition has been 
officially endorsed by the AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF 
DECORATORS.” 

For your information the following are the defi- 
nitions of an architect and an industrial designer 
as they appear in the Dictionary of Occupational 


Titles prepared by the U. S. Department of Labor: 


“INTERIOR DESIGNER AND DECORATOR” has now become the official 


“Architect —Plans, designs, and oversees con- 
struction of buildings, such as private residences. 
office buildings, theaters, municipal buildings, fac- 
tories, and similar structures: Consulis with clients 
to determine needs and preferences as to style and 
plan, and furnishes professional advice on such 
matters as cost, design, materials, equipment, and 
estimated building time. Plans lay-out of structure. 
coordinating its structural and ornamental elements 
into a unified design. Prepares sketches of pro- 
posed building to enable client to visualize appear- 
ance of completed structure. Writes specifications, 
and prepares scale drawings and full-sized detail 
drawings for use of building contr ictors and crafts- 
men. Oversees operations at building site to insure 
compliance with plans and specifications. May plan 
and oversee remodeling or repair of buildings. 
Ordinarily is required to meet State licensing laws 
with respect to professional training and experi- 
ence. Workers concerned chiefly with ornamental 
development of building sites or other areas of 
land should be classified as ARCHITECT, LANb- 


SCAPE. 


“Industrial Designer —Designs form of vari- 
ety of. products, such as ash trays, electric irons, 
furniture, lamps, motor vehicles, radio cabinets, and 
washing machines, taking into consideration cost. 
utility, and specifications stipulated by individuals 
for whom designs are being made, Designs the 
form of a range of products, and does not develop 
engineering or mechanical specifications to be taken 
into consideration.” 

The editorials from INTERIOR DESIGN reprinted on 
the following pages indicate the reasoning behind 
the change in nomenclature from interior decorator 
to interior designer and decorator. They covered a 
period of several years; with the exception of the 
first editorial, the others are appearing in con- 


densed form. 





THIS WAS THE FIRST EDITORIAL 
Ambiguous Appellation, October 1936 


“When the terminology designing a profession 
becomes ambiguous, it is time to disregard it and 
replace it by one more clearly describing its func- 
tion. 

“To be specific, consider the words ‘Decorator’ 
or ‘Interior Decorator.’ Both of these terms mean 
the same thing to us. However, they mean some- 
thing else to the painter and paper hanger. The 
painter and paper hanger have both a legitimate 
and legal right to call themselves Decorators or 
Interior Decorators. In fact these terms more 
clearly describe their function than yours. 

“You don’t decorate or interior decorate, but 
they do. They cover surfaces, walls, floors, and 
ceilings, with either paint or paper and that is the 
extent of their function. In your class of work they 
are entirely under your supervision; you select the 
paint and its color, as well as the wallpaper. They 
perform only the labor of executing your specifica- 
tions. 

“By adhering to the terms Decorator and Interior 
Decorator, you permit your function of creating 
and designing to be confused with their craft of 
applying paint and paper. The lack of a clear 
understanding of this term by a large percentage 
of the American public mitigates against a true 
appreciation of your real function as a designer of 
fine interiors. 

“It is unfortunate that a profession so important 
to our cultural life as Interior Designing should be 
characterized continuously by such an ambiguous 
term as Decorator or Interior Decorator. When 
you use the words surgeon, lawyer, or architect, 
all highly professional terms, there is no doubt as 
to their meaning. Likewise, the term describing 
your profession should be equally clear and void 


of ambiguity: only then will the public which you 


nomenclature for your profession replacing the term “Interior Decorator”. 


serve understand clearly your function. 

“We believe that it is the prerogative of this 
magazine, serving the entire profession as it does, 
to take issue with this terminology. Therefore we 
suggest that Interior Designer replace Decorator 
and Interior Decorator as the appellation designat- 
ing your profession.” 

In January 1937 the name, Decorators Digest 
was changed to INTERIOR DESIGN, and the editorial 
for that month had this to say: 


“The change in title has been made because the 
majority of our readers have the conviction that 
‘Interior Design’ and ‘Interior Designer’ more 
clearly describe their field and their function than 
the terms, ‘Decorator,’ ‘Interior Decorator’ and 


‘Interior Decoration.’ 


“The change in title of the magazine will not 
change its function in any way. The editorial pro- 
gram for 1937 will be the most comprehensive in 
the history of the magazine. You will find each 
succeeding issue a more vital factor in assisting 
you with the daily practice of your profession.” 

Elsewhere in the magazine for January 1937 
appeared the following article with extended com- 
ments from readers: 

“Future progress depends upon today’s vision 
and courage. We believe that the success of any 
journalistic effort depends upon how squarely that 
publication faces the problems of its readers. Deco- 
rators Digest has always sincerely attempted to 
justify its existence as a professional magazine. 

“For a considerable period of time, now, we have 
felt that decorator and interior decorator fell far 
short of truly characterizing the function of those 
individuals whose profession it is to create fine 
interiors. Decorating and interior decorator carry 
the connotation of something superficial. They do 
not express the basic function of the designer of 


fine interiors.” 








Change in Nomenclature from Interior Decorator to Interior Designer and Decorator 


In the April 1936 issue of Decorators Digest we 
used for the first time the subtitle, Interior Design 
and Decoration, to clarify the title, The Decorators 
Digest. This met with such great approval that in 
October and November we published two editorials, 
Ambiguous Appellation and Interior Designer. 
These editorials brought an enthusiastic response 
from our readers. Obviously space will not permit 
the publication of every letter received. . . . Most 
of them are enthusiastic about redesignating this 
profession, changing it from ‘decorator’ or ‘interior 
decorator’ to Interior Designer. . . . 

“Our sincere efforts to focus the attention of our 
readers upon a terminology which has had a 
retarding influence upon the entire profession 
necessitates a change in the name of The Decorators 
Digest.” 

The following month, in the February 1937 issue 
of INTERIOR DESIGN, appeared the editorial, “Toward 
Professionalism” which incorporated the following 
ideas: 

“The terminology heretofore designating this 
profession has been a factor in mitigating against 
any organized effort toward a professional status. 
For if state and federal lobbies were created influ- 
ential enough to force legislation to define the 
status and protect the name of the profession as 
‘decorators’ or ‘interior decorators,’ they would 
obviously run into an insurmountable barrier be- 
cause the proposed legislation would be of such a 
basic nature that the painter who terms himself a 
decorator couldn’t possibly qualify. The painter 
would then be forced to fight againsi legalizing a 
term which could not include his vocation. He 
would point out very conclusively that through 
years of usage he has a right to the term as prop- 
erly designating his function. 

“This is only another in a long list of basic 
reasons why ‘interior designer’ should be substi- 
tuted on all occasions for ‘decorator’ or ‘interior 
decorator’ when it refers to one ‘who by training 
and experience is qualified to plan, design and 
execute interiors and their furnishings and to super- 
vise the various arts and crafts essential to their 


completion.” 


In the October 1937 issue readers were asked, 
“Does the American Institute of Decorators have 
any affiliation with the Union of Painters, Deco- 
rators and Paper Hangers?” The editorial for that 
month had this to say: 

“No one directly or indirectly connected with 
the creating and designing of interiors would ever 
ask such a question. But it was asked of me by 
one whom I consider to be a prospect for the 
services of an interior designer. 

“The future for the professional designer of 
interiors is great. It should parallel the progress 
of the architectural profession, and the progress 
that America is making culturally. For every pro- 
fessionally designed exterior the same degree of 
professionalism should be in evidence. 

“Too small a percentage of the American public 
appreciates your value. Too few understand your 
function. Too few appreciate the cultural con- 
tribution that you can make to the art of living. 

“Agreed that you are in the business of creating 
and designing interiors and that you are proud of 
your vocation, your success depends upon your 
specialized knowledge. Every fine interior that you 
design not only helps you but it also helps every 
other creator of interiors! It is axiomatic that a 
high standard of workmanship must prevail if your 
profession is to grow and develop. 

“But what is a decorator? ‘Is there any relation- 
ship between the American Institute of Decorators 
and the Union of Painters, Decorators and Paper 
Hangers?’ asks a typical American citizen. A 
decorator is known as one who designs and creates 
interiors; he is also known as one whose business 
it is to apply paint and wallpapers to interiors! 

“It is ridiculous to think that you as a designer 
and creator of fine interiors should tolerate an 
appellation so ambiguous in its meaning, so dia- 
metrically opposite in its function to the real 
meaning and function of your highly specialized 
vocation, 

“This confusion of tongues will continue to 
plague you. It will continue to retard your growth. 
We suggest the term, interior designer. There may 


be a better name. But the sooner you eliminate 















































this unwarranted confusion of terms, the better for 
you individually and for your profession generally.” 

To the foregoing ideas there was added in August 
1940 the following in an editorial: 

“We notice that the majority of the talented 
interior designers are busy today; those practition- 
ers in the field whose talents are mediocre are losing 
out. Therefore, if your business is disappointing 
it may be because the design talent in your firm is 
inferior. The only way to correct this is by in- 
fusing better design talent into every part of your 
work by those designers who thoroughly under- 
stand the principles of good design, coupled with 
a high degree of creative talent. 

“I think it is well to remember that the day of 
the ‘decorator’ or ‘interior decorator’ in the true 
connotation of the terms has long since passed. He 
has been succeeded by the ‘interior designer,’ the 
person with imagination and creative talent of a 
dynamic quality. No longer will the public or 
business accept just mere decorator or interior 
decoration for interior spaces. They demand that 
stimulating quality that the appellation interior 
design connotes.” 

Finally, in September 1940, appeared the edi- 
torial, “Character in a Proper Name,” in which 
conclusive ideas were offered for consideration as 
follows: 

“During the past two-year period an increasing 
number of qualified practitioners in this field have 
seen the wisdom of changing their nomenclature 
from decorator or interior decorator to that of 
interior designer. 

“There are several noteworthy reasons for this 
change: confidence in their own or their firms’ 
ability to actually design and create a fine interior; 
an opportunity to rid their profession of the plague 
of the untrained individuals whose only attributes 
are a questionable sense of color and an anemic 
conscience making it easy for them to prey upon 
their friends; a realization of the rightful owner- 
ship of the appellation, Decorator or Interior Deco- 
rator as belonging, through heritage from the time 
of the guilds, to the painting crafts. 


“Indeed, the terms ‘decorator’ and ‘interior deco- 





rator’ have been used so loosely that, even right- 
fully confined to the painting crafts, they have a 
questionable value. In all fairness to the painting 
crafts, the blame lies with the members of the 
interior designing profession for using a term 
which has never described their function. 

“Today this misnomer is so universal in its 
application that it is easily usurped without the 
usurper being at all conscience-stricken by the in- 
herent meaning of the term. However, the connota- 
tion of the term interior designer is such that it 
immediately presupposes a specific training and 
ability which is disconcerting to the amateur. It 
also connotes a professionalism of a specific nature 
which deters the amateur from appropriating it. 


“There isn’t any ambiguity in the term architect 
which today is a profession carrying its rightful 
share of dignity and prestige. There is a close 
affinity between your profession and that of archi- 
tecture. One complements the other. Each requires 
a specialized knowledge and training. It is my 
contention that your profession should ymiversally 
accept a nomenclature that connotes your real func- 
tion, one without ambiguity. Then, and only then, 
can you develop as a professional unit in the pres- 
tige and dignity to which your professional knowl- 
edge and creative talents entitle you. 

“It is your function to design and create interiors. 


The name of Interior Designer seems a ‘natural.’ 


“As publishers and editors of a professional jour- 
nal in the field of Interior Design. we are in a 
position to see this profession in its true perspec- 
tive. The profession is young. We want to see it 
grow and develop in prestige. The continued use 
of the term ‘decorator’ or ‘interior decorator’ 
materially slows up progress.” 

For many years professionals in the field of in- 
terior design in large numbers have been using the 
nomenclature, “interior designer.” If you are still 
using the old term “interior decorator” to describe 
your professional function, why not adopt what is 
now the official designation, and change your sta- 
tionery to read “Interior Designer and Decorator”?

Division was also a major remodeling project, for the 
location selected was an old building of downtown New 
York which, in fact, had been used at one time as a 
stable. There was also the problem of designing and 
furnishing approximately thirty executive and general 
office areas, a reception room and recording studio, all 
on a fairly limited budget. The solution is both efficient 
and effective as shown by the photographs here and on 
the following page. Flooring in areas with heavy traffic

As the first tenant in the new 25-story structure at one 
of New York’s most famous addresses—530 Fifth Avenue 
—The American Enka Corporation, a leader in the de- 
velopment of new textiles, has set an appropriately 
streamlined pace for future tenants, with an entire floor 
of offices planned and designed by Designs For Business, 
Inc. Located on the 10th floor with 17,000 square feet of 
space (1,000 of which is reserved for expansion), the 
offices feature advance techniques of efficiency and con- 
servative elegance in furnishings all geared to the specific 
nature and needs of the company. 

The entire floor is laid out with a spacious, open ex- 
pansiveness. What makes this remarkable is that at the 
same time, there is no infringement upon all necessary 
and efficient privacy for occupants. The designers man- 
aged this feat in two ways. One was to establish the sec- 
retaries just outside the periphery offices forming, in 
effect, a sweeping inner corridor connected to the execu- 
tive offices but separated from the public corridor by 
floor-to-ceiling glass partitions. Similarly, the interior 
space of the floor was dissected by glass partitions, laid 
out so as to orient the various service departments in re- 
lation to department heads on the periphery. The over- 
all result is an arrangement enabling speediest disposition 
of work. 

Furniture further highlights efficiency; it is also 
esthetic. Although for the most part custom designed, 
considerable use is made of stock parts, and what in 
many cases seem to be custom pieces are actually an 
inspired assembly of stock parts. Cabinets, for example, 
in a typical periphery office are composed of stock steel 
components—drawers, shelves, etc., but set on custom 
designed wood benches, covered with Formica tops and 
“painted to order” giving a total effect of specially de- 


signed utilities.

Unheralded by tub-thumping and barrages of an- 
nouncements, a movement is taking place in the wood 
office furniture industry which is of very real significance 
to the interior designer. 

This quietly spectacular phenomenon can be described 
rather simply: The powerful group of old-line, high- 
quality manufacturers of wood office furniture who com- 
prise the Wood Office Furniture Institute are deliberately 
tailoring their designs and production for maximum use 
by the designer. 

This is extremely important to the designer for two 
reasons. To the interior design profession it lends a new 
stature and provides heartening evidence that the de- 
signer is considered as a major force in the vast office 
market. To the individual designer, it has a very practical 
value. It means simply that well-constructed contemporary 
furniture, backed by reputations for fine craftsmanship, 
has become available to the designer via the manufactur- 
ers’ dealer outlets throughout the nation. More to the 
point, it means that the designer can provide a “custom” 
office, tailored to the business executive’s working needs 
and whims, from a staggering array of modular stock 
pieces at stock prices. 

This movement has still another point of interest. It 
means that the wood office furniture industry, having 
placed its confidence in the interior designer’s judgment 
by producing furniture aimed at his requirements for 
qualities of beauty, function, and flexibility, also stands 
ready to assist the design profession in tapping the 
enormous office modernization market. 

Signs of this unprecedented industry movement to- 
ward the needs of the profession first became evident 
when the industry’s trade association underwent a re- 
organization in early 1955, The burgeoning contemporary 
philosophies of WOFI and its programs were reported 
in detail in this magazine in August, 1956. The first 
tangible evidence, perhaps, of the new design concepts 
became apparent in the fall NSOEA convention and ex- 
hibit in 1955. The current offerings of the manufacturers’ 
group provide evidence, as earlier reported, of a deep 
faith in—and considerable design improvement—of the 
modular concept. The industry has moved toward a de- 
sign philosophy based upon the premise of supplying 
multi-unit furniture groupings, rather than individual 
pieces of furniture. This is not to say that traditional 
styling has been abandoned. Nearly all manufacturers

are producing some traditional lines to supply the peren- 
nial demand for them, and rightly so. It would be fool- 
hardy to ignore a comfortable and steady demand. How- 
ever, the type of design offered today by the bulk of 
the WOFI manufacturers is typified by one firm’s pro- 
duction of a line in which the designer can utilize more 
than 30 interchangeable and matching stock modular 
units to create one desk system. The same philosophy ap- 
plies to the chair manufacturers. Several are producing 
graceful contemporary chair lines with convertible backs 
—interchangeable units in leather, upholstery, cane, and 
slotted wood panels for “all-season” comfort and use. 
Speaking generally, the WOFI producers have set 


their sights on maximum function which embodies flexi- 





bility in more than one dimension. One dimension in 
flexibility lies in the interchangeable back panels and 
highly-developed posture control systems in chairs, and 
in such advances as adjustable-height tops and _ type- 
writer platforms in desks. One desk producer, the 
Moselle Desks Division of the Taylor Chair Co., has 
even designed a free-form desk top which is finished on 
both sides, can be unfastened with a half-dollar or any 
disc or tool of similar size, and flips over to fit rearrange- 
ment needs in truly convertible fashion. The second 
dimension of flexibility of these new lines is represented 
by ease of rearrangement and mobility. Within a matter 
of minutes, for example, the office executive or secretary 
can transform an L-shaped desk system into a wrap- 
around U-shape with separate surfaces for conference, 
communications, and paper work. Stock-size file cabinets. 
storage units, and bookcase sections slide in and out to 
complement one another and satisfy the specific, 
individual needs of the user. A third element of flexibility 
is made possible by quality construction, a factor all too 
often overlooked in contemporary styling. After all, it 
achieves little to design for flexibility and then fail to 
make allowances for the rough use office furniture re- 
ceives in movement as well as ordinary use. It is one 
thing to move a desk to its initial installation site with a 
dolly and ease it gently into place. It is quite another 
when the executive and an office worker drag it roughly 
across the floor. How many times has a designer shud- 
dered when a piece of furniture was skittered across 
uneven flooring, creaking and vibrating so badly that 





collapse seemed imminent?

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Indoor Planting

With foliage plants steadily gaining popularity for indoor 
use, the wise interior designer will want to learn a 
smattering of horticulture to help select plants to suit 
specific growing conditions. Instead of the typical blank

quests plants by name, choosing them for the cultural 


square feet,” the knowledgeable decorator re- 


conditions available as well as for their individual deco- 
rative form. 

Everyone knows plants need light. But how much? 
Under natural conditions, jungle plants and desert plants 
get totally different light, and light tolerance varies even 
among different species of jungle or desert plants. So 
selection for indoor use becomes a matchmaking game 

-you suit the plants to the light conditions you have for 
them. The plant lists on pages 188 and 189 will help 
you pair them up. 

Of course, all this bother can be avoided by relying 
on the rent-a-plant plan some florists offer. In impossible 
growing situations this is a happier, but more expensive, 
solution. But where at least 15 to 20 footcandles of light 

natural or artificial—is present at plant level, and 
where a reliable person will care for the indoor garden, 
properly selected greenery should remain presentable for 
at least six months, and may go on for a year or more 
before replacement is needed. 

In a new building, it is often possible to borrow a 
footcandle meter from one of the lighting engineers to 
measure available light at plant ievel, or you can pur- 
chase an inexpensive footcandle meter for around $35. 
You can also convert a photographic-light-meter reading 
to footcandles by simple arithmetic, but instructions must 
be obtained from your meter manufacturer since each 
make differs slightly. Most companies have printed in- 


structions on file and are glad to mail them on request.

Where the decorator has a hand in light installation 
for plants, he can make sure there is an intensity of at 
least 15 to 25 footcandles. Illumination of 25 to 50 
footcandles will allow a wider selection of plant material 
and 50 to 100 footcandles or above is even better. Light 
may be from fluorescent lamps—a balance of red and 
blue rays from a combination of daylight fluorescent 
lamps (for blue light) and warm white lamps (for red 
light) is good. Too much red light makes plants tall and 
spindly; too much blue light makes them low and squatty. 

Incandescent reflector spots, used high enough above 
plants to prevent burning foliage, are an excellent source 
of plant light. The PAR-38, R-30 or R-40 types are all 
good and serve to illuminate plants in a dramatic manner. 
A combination of cool white fluorescent lamps and in- 
candescent reflector spots may be used, too. 

Duration of light and light intensity go hand in hand. 
The more light there is, the shorter the period of illu- 
mination needed. For low light intensities mentioned 
above and in the plant list at the end, daily illumination 
should last for 16 hours, and if it can be left on for 
18 hours, plants will remain in good shape longer, pro- 
viding the general care they receive is good. All plants 
need some dark intervals, however, so it is not wise to 
leave lights on indefinitely—about 18 hours is the maxi- 
mum for many plants. In public buildings or offices 
where the 9-to-5 routine is practiced, an automatic time 
switch simplifies matters. It can be used to turn lights 
on and off at preset intervals, 

Modern heating gives indoor gardeners nothing to 
worry about. The daytime temperature in most buildings 
is 70 to 75 degrees, which is ideal for most foliage plants. 
They like a ten-degree drop at night. Be sure, however, 
that plants are kept out of hot or cold drafts from doors, 
windows, air conditioners, fans, or heating equipment. 


Watering is another matter. Plants dry out more 











rapidly in dry air than in moist air so no set rule for 
applying moisture can be given. Porous pots exposed to 
the air, dry out much more rapidly than those submerged 
in pebble-filled floor wells or in boxes or raised brick 
“beds” where moist vermiculite surrounds pots to rim 
level. 

Sometimes a group of plants in unpainted red clay 





pots is desirable for decoration. If pots are set on a 
large pebble-filled tray full of water, humidity will be 
added to the air around plants as it evaporates, keeping 
the soil within from drying out rapidly. Pot bases should 
stand on the pebbles, however, and not in the water, for 
constant moisture or “wet feet” is undesirable. 

Double potting is a good idea where clay pots are used. 
The clay pot in which the plant grows is set within a 
larger clay pot, leaving an inch between the two pot walls. 
This space is filled with sphagnum moss, tightly packed, 
watered, and kept continually moist to retard evaporation 
of water from the soil ball in the inner pot. An outer 
glazed container can also be used. 

Drowning plants is just as harmful as letting them get 
bone dry. The best gauge is a dry finger touched to the 
soil surface. When the soil begins to feel dry, give 
enough water so some runs out of the drainage hole in 
the bottom of the pot. Then wait until the soil begins 
to feel dry again before applying more. 

A rubber syringe should be used once a week to give 
plants a warm shower. Both the upper and under leaf 
surfaces should be reached with the spray. Do not place 





them in sunlight until foliage is dry. 
Good grooming is important to plant appearance. 


Yellowing or drying leaves should be picked off daily— 


there will be some even under ideal conditions, for plant 
life is not static. A few yellowing leaves are a normal 
occurrence. 

Insect sprays—the push-button type are most con- 
venient—should be on hand to use as soon as pests are 
noticed. Mealy bugs, aphids, and scale insects are the 
most common but not inevitable. 

Foliage plants growing in low light intensities use food 
slowly so feeding need not be frequent. A plant tablet 
once every two months per pot is adequate and should 
be given only while soil is moist, not dry, or root hairs 
will be burned. 

It is good business to first understand plant care your- 
self, then be sure the client has full knowledge before 
plants are left in his care. Why not leave with him a 


typewritten list of cultural instructions?

Restaurant Success Demands More Than “Home Cookin’ 


by Ken White 


A recent survey conducted by a business administra- 
tion professor from the University of Oregon asked the 
public to name major reasons for not patronizing some 
public eating places. His report listed 16 major reasons, 
five of which accounted for more than 80% of the lost 
business. Among these five: “Poor atmosphere and 
appearance” .. . (layman’s translation: “The place leaves 
me cold’). 

The Institutional Food Managers of America con- 
ducted an extensive series of depth interviews in the 
New York area to bring out the many needs, in addition 
to physical replenishment, that are satisfied by eating out. 
Their report, entitled “A Motivational Analysis of Atti- 
tudes Toward Eating Out” lists four major needs. Among 
them: “Release from the pressures, anxieties and frus- 
trations of the work day” . . . (layman’s translation:

“The old man wants nothing to remind him of banging ac Hi 
pots and pans and helping with the dishes”). 

From coast to coast the indications are that today +4 
fewer and fewer men are apt to say, “Honey, let’s go out i 
for dinner.” Instead the typical patron will say, “Honey, iF 
let's go someplace.” Thus, more and more restaurant 


operators are coming to realize that the way to build ; 





volume is to have an establishment that is really some- 
place . . . not just a place where people can fill up on 
some good old “home cookin’.” 
There is no denying the importance of decor in setting 
the right psychological tone for a restaurant. Because 
going out to dinner has come to be regarded more and 
more as an escape mechanism, the major emphasis on 
a “Mom’s Kitchen” look is moving over to make room Victorian 
for a return to the elegant accents of former periods and 
the special atmospheric appeal of those “far away places 
with strange sounding names.” 
Following the current trend, the most successful ex- 
amples of dining interiors that really make people feel 
that they have been someplace can be broken down into 
five types: Victorian, Colonial, “Olde English,” Poly- 
nesian and contemporary sophisticated. 
The Victorian type atmosphere stands in striking con- 
trast to the recently popular clinical, “chrome-plated, cut- 


rate beauty parlor” look. The return to this kind of 
gracious living is best done in the high-priced specialty Olde English 
restaurant. With a sense of exclusiveness as their forte,

One of the most important aspects in the design of 
any commercial or institutional interior is that of light- 
ing: by itself, in relation to the actual physical space and 
the activities which will take place there; and, of course, 
as influenced by the actual location of the building and 
its external surroundings. Certainly, a building isolated 
in the country, flooded by daylight from sun-up to sun- 
down, requires a lighting treatment completely different 
from that of a skyscraper in the gray canyons of Wall 
Street. 

Basically, color application varies according to the 
kind of light available—interior areas which never will 
receive any daylight require one type of color treatment, 
while areas which receive a combination of artificial 
light and daylight require something completely different. 

I know that a number of books have been written on 
color, and I am also aware that the general public believes 
there are rules of thumb which say that colors are “hot” 
or “cold,” 


“elating”’—and where colors of each type should be 


“exciting” or “calming,” 


“depressing” or 
used. Perhaps I am just a born rebel but, in our work, 
I have never found any of these golden rules to stand up. 
I truly do not know of any one color which can be 
classified in any of the popular categories, if it is com- 
bined with other colors and properly lighted. 

The best illustration I know is probably the most ex- 
treme in your minds, and the touchiest: namely, a 
hospital. In the 289-bed North Shore Hospital (Man- 
hasset, Long Island), no one room is without a very 
strong-colored wall—blue, green, yellow . . . yes, even 
red. 

Most people have the feeling that red is a dangerous 
color for a hospital—it is “hot” . . . “exciting” . . . and, 
yes, it resembles human blood. But we selected very 
carefully the walls on which to use red, and we used 
a pure red. The color stands by itself adding a happy 
unconventional contrast. And I challenge anyone going 
through that hospital to tell me which rooms have red 
walls—or that the red walls are “hot” . . 


. “exciting” 

. or “bloody”! For here, since people are reacting to 
an integrated combination of colors and lighting—to a 
“whole”—they are unaware of any one single color and 
so cannot classify it. 

We use color with six principles in mind. And let me 
say here that there hasn’t been one installation in our 
experience to which these principles did not apply.

1. Maintenance is an all-important factor. Especially 
so, since all our work is in commerciai buildings or 
institutions and we must always be conscious of the 
“famous” dollar. For years people have believed that 
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“pea green,” “prison gray” and “tenement tan” are the 
colors most easily maintained. Next in people’s minds 
are all the other pastels. 1 was perfectly willing to accept 
this tradition until experience taught me otherwise. Sur- 
prising as it may seem to many of you, we have found 
white to be the most easily-maintained color. 

One of our most important considerations in determin- 
ing color and lighting treatments is elimination of glare. 
We all know that shiny walls should be avoided because, 
when light hits a wall with a semi-gloss or glossy finish 
a glare is created which causes eyestrain. But colors— 
even pastels—are readily washed out of walls with a flat 
finish. It follows, then, that a flat wall which has no 
color to wash out—namely, a white wall—is the most 
desirable. For the skeptics I might add that dirty fingers, 
grease marks, scuffing, etc., show up just as much on 
pastels as on white. 

We know, however, that many of us—through associa- 
tion—get a “clinical” feeling from the use of solely 
white walls. We always contrast the white with a good 
strong color of medium or deep value, and immediately 
lose this negative feeling. This strong contrasting color 
should be a semi-gloss. The risk of glare is reduced 
because dark colors absorb light more readily than light 
colors, making the semi-gloss finish much less noticeable 
in the dark color. The maintenance problem is lessened, 
too, since dirt marks show much less on dark colors and 
the color is less apt to wash out of a semi-gloss wall. As 
a matter of fact, this use of strong contrasts with white 
also adds a great amount of freshness to the area. And 
a fresh scheme always creates a good psychological 
reaction. 

2. We use different colors within an area to create the 
illusion of space. In a long narrew room, for example, 
by applying a dark color to one of the long walls, and 
painting the other three walls a light color, we make the 
dark wall “recede”—and create the illusion of a wider 
room. To stay with one example, I will use North Shore 
Hospital again. There we were faced with the problem 
of very long corridors. To create an illusion of width, 
we used tile from floor to ceiling on one long wall, and

The interior designer who selects his client’s furniture, 
after all, bears the same weight of responsibility as the 
architect who conceives the design and chooses the type 
of construction and materials for a building. He must 
stand behind the performance of what he has chosen. 

The weight of this responsibility is heightened at a 
time when contemporary design moves toward lightness. 
Thus, the interior designer, like the architect, has the 
task of educating himself so that he can discern the 
features which separate quality from flimsy construction. 
We know of at least one dealer who takes pride in the 
lines he carries to the point that he demonstrates his 
furniture’s durability by cocking a chair at a 45-degree 
angle sideways and leaning his ample weight against the 
side arms in this awkward position. He also gives the 
impression of living dangerously—-while doing a good 
selling job—by pulling the bottom file drawers half-way 
out of the Hoosier Co. desks he carries and sitting on 
them. To demonstrate the rugged construction of his 
suppliers’ desks, he roughly drags the furniture across 
his showroom floor in precisely the hair-raising manner 
we mentioned a moment ago. He suggests further that 
the designer satisfy himself that drawer-rails are mor- 
tised into the corner posts of the desk, and that drawer 
runners are mortised into place rather than simply being 
glued and/or screwed. 

Besides the design and production of tangible items, 
other things are going on in the wood office furniture 
industry which demand scrutiny by the interior designer. 
With WOFI as one of its prime movers, a total of 16 
trade associations with a common interest in the use of 
wood are participating in a joint campaign known as 
BOW, or the Better Offices in Wood promotion. We 
reported in the pages of INTERIOR DESIGN in our May 1957 
issue a test campaign which was conducted recently in 
Minneapolis. At this writing, a number of industry rep- 
resentatives in other major communities throughout the 
nation are either studying or launching similar cam- 
paigns. The overall aims of the promotion are to create 
public awareness of outmoded office environments and 
stimulate modernization of offices and building interiors. 

A practical, point-by-point “how to do it” manual of 
community action has been prepared by WOFI and dis- 
tributed to key dealers throughout the country. Co- 
promoters in the communities are representatives of the 
plywood, lumber, and various woodworking, paint and 
varnish and allied industries. According to Raphael 
Blessinger, president of WOFI, there is plenty of room 
for participation by interior designers. This is just one 
facet of the promotional stone. WOFI suggests that de- 
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signers and ambitious office furniture dealers are missing 
a bet if they fail to work together and capitalize on each 
other’s advantages. This philosophy has been preached 
in a modern merchandising program launched by WOF1 
last year which has resulted in conferences in Rochester, 
Cleveland, Nashville, and Atlanta with participation by 
guest designers such as Ken White and Eugene Barnes. 
This activity provided several benefits to the designers. 
Many dealers have awakened to the need for re-design 
of their stores and showrooms and have consulted interior 
designers for professional help in setting up model office 
displays and showrooms. More can be expected to fol- 
low. At the same time, many dealers have engaged 
designers to provide a rounded office decorating and 
installation service for prospective clients. Designers, 
conversely, are finding in progressive dealers willing 
co-workers who provide such items as a designer’s show- 
room, and, on an extremely practical level, stand behind 
the designer in installing and servicing office equipment. 
This last removes from the designer’s shoulders a worri- 
some burden since he seldom cares to be involved in this 
sort of thing. The WOFI dealer program also encourages 
a spirit of cooperation between dealer and designer so 
that the latter can lean upon the supplier for aid in 
grappling with the technical aspects and_ installation 
problems of complex office procedures and equipment. 

A further industry venture, now in the embryonic 
stage, should do much to accelerate wood furniture sales 
and broaden the vista of opportunity for the designer. 
This involves a program of “end-use” research aimed at 
pin-pointing the proven performance of wood office 
furniture in such areas as thermal conductivity—which 
affects human comfort, acoustical qualities, fire resist- 
ance, and durability. The fruits of the research, which 
is soon to start at one of the nation’s leading testing 
laboratories, will be made available to designers as well 
as direct sellers of products. Thus the designer, through 
this program, will have a new string for his bow—a fund 
of statistical information on performance to give the lie 
to crusty clients who consider designers impractical 
artists. It certainly should be safe to say, in a general 
sense, that anything which augments the sales market on 
behalf of wood office furniture can be of help to the de- 
signer. For, since the collapse of the fad for pseudo- 
functional “sanitary” furnishings in the post-depression 
era and the return to natural materials, it is clear that 
the designer appreciates the texture, warmth, and beauty 
of fine woods. Thus he has aesthetic as well as economic 
reasons for extending a welcoming hand to an industry 
which is striding energetically in his direction.

divided the other long wall into dark, middle and light 
fields—dark green, middle green and light green; black, 
grey and white, etc. This principle can be applied to any 
corridor. 

3. We also use color to help us break up space into 
so-called individual areas, and for designation purposes. 
In large general offices, for example, we have used com- 
binations of different colors, applied them to logical 
areas—-and so created the impression of separate spaces. 

One receptionist, when asked the location of the Book- 
keeping Department, just says, “It’s where the yellow is.” 

In a factory or a utility room we often paint machinery 
and exposed pipes and conduits in strong contrasting 
colors to help identify their functions, and as a strong 
safety device. If the colors are chosen properly, and 
if the lighting is good, the effect is often very satisfying 

-almost gay, I would say. 

Here, though, we must be extremely careful that the 
type of lighting does not vary from one area to another 
within the same run of conduit or pipe, creating an 
apparent color variation. This could easily defeat the 
initial identification purpose, and thereby become a true 
hazard to efficiency and safety. 

4. We use color to take advantage of available daylight 
and sunlight, as well as to avoid glare from either ex- 
cessive sunlight or an artificial lighting treatment. When- 
ever daylight floods in through a window, the window 
wall and the piers between the windows appear dark. To 
correct this. we use white or very light colors on the 
window walls. 

I was amazed, when I first started out in this work, to 
find that a number of people in offices asked for dark 
colors in these areas. Finally, as I visited the homes of 
some of these executives—these requests invariably came 
from “top brass”—and I realized the reason for these 
requests. Usually, a short time before his office was to be 
painted, this man had spent a great deal of money on 
a decorator for his country home—and thought he had 
learned a few “tricks of the trade.” Since from his picture 
window at home he looked out on a garden or rolling 
hills. the decorator had specified a dark color for the 
window wall in order to frame the picture window—and 
the view. 

But from the windows of most city office buildings 
there is no view to frame. It took me—and still takes me 

considerable persuasion to assure some clients that a 
dark window wall in an office without a view would be 
a very disturbing feature. 

We often use darker colors or wood, though, on the 
wall opposite the window in order to absorb some of the 
direct sun rays and avoid glare. The same is true if 
strong artificial light—a spotlight, for example—hits 
a certain wall. By supplementing the dark wall with 
white on the other three walls, we are able to catch the 
available daylight so that a minimum of artificial light 
need be added to illuminate the room properly. 

In a room with two window walls, it may sometimes 
be desirable to use a dark value color on the wall opposite 
the strongest light source and a middle value color on 









the wall opposite the other window, keeping only the 
window walls white. I mention this only because | 
wouldn’t want to be checked up on as to whether we use 
only two colors in a room. Many times we use more. 

5. We also use color to rectify or, shall I say, supple- 
ment artificial light. Here I might even go stronger— 
very often we use color to save the lighting scheme. Why 
is this? Because of our emotional associations with 
sunlight and daylight, and through habit, and probably 
for sound physical reasons as well, we prefer the artificial 
light which approximates most closely the red-yellow 
glow of the sun: namely the incandescent light fixture. 

But we here ali know that because of air-conditioning, 
and other factors in the building field today, the use of 
incandescent lighting must be reduced considerably. And 
the fluorescent tube which we are using in its place— 
be it rapid-start or regular, slim-line, cold cathode or hot 
cathode—has a quality that is basically rejected by the 
human being: a blue cast. 

Sure. | know full well that some manufacturers have 
come out with a fluorescent bulb with more red in its 
tube, but this has helped only somewhat to have fluo- 
rescent light accepted by those who must work in it. 

We can often correct this bluish cast and make fluo- 
rescent lighting more palatable by complementing it with 
the proper hue of a true color. Here, however, I cannot 
give you a fast rule. All I can say is that the only way 
we know we have specified the proper color for use 
under fluorescent light—whether for carpet or any other 
flooring, for paint or any other wall treatment, for uphol- 
stery or other fabrics—is to select the materials under 
the same type of light planned for the space. Grays very 
easily turn purple, reds turn brown or purple, etc., if we 
do not watch this factor very carefully. It is essential, 
too. that we specify the manufacturer and type of tube 
to be used in each installation, for the same type of tube 
from different manufacturers, varies considerably. 

We must consider another factor in order to avoid 
glare—that is diffusion of light. In commercial installa- 
tions other than factories, it is not usually acceptable to 
use exposed bulbs in lighting fixtures. We have all gone 
through the phase of the famous egg crate, thinking that 
louvers alone would shield the light. But we have learned 
the hard way that this type of shielding should not be 
used for the tvpe of interior I am talking about. And, 
while a lens unit may give us more efficient and concen- 
trated light, it adds to the glare a great deal. So, in the 
final analysis, we must cover up the direct light source 
with a diffuser—usually plastic or glass—in order to 
avoid glare. 

The direction of the light must also be considered 
carefully in the relationship of color and artificial light- 
ing. You will find that a downlight will affect wall colors 
in one way, while a light cove or a wall fixture, though 
the same tvpe of bulb, will affect them differently. 

We ourselves use light coves a great deal because they 
give us—properly specified, of course, and constructed

nesian, Trader Horn type with its exotic South Sea 
Island allure.

a diffused, indirect, overall illumination: in other words, 
the ever-important illusion of light. Naturally, we want 
to obtain the greatest light value from such coves. Hence 
we almost invariably aim at a purely white, flat ceiling, 
for this provides the greatest possible reflection. A ceiling 
of acoustical plaster, for example, because of the uneven- 
ness of the material, saps a great deal of strength from 
the illumination provided by a light cove; so does a 
ceiling painted in a dark color. But here again, I must 
stress that the purpose of the space must be considered. 

What I have said about using a flat white ceiling holds 
true for almost any space to be used during the day. 
However, in a night club, or a restaurant, or any other 
such intimate meeting place, you would most likely want 
to enhance the atmosphere by using a colored ceiling to 
subdue the light. When used purely for decorative pur- 
poses, such as lighting a draped wall, the relationship of 
color and artificial light does not really enter a discussion 
field such as this. The color itself does not make any 
difference, provided it has been selected under the speci- 
fied type of light. 

Another point in our experience which has helped us 
toward a happy marriage between artificial light and 
color is the mixing of fluorescent light with some incan-

descent light. I do not mean to say that we have com- 
bined incandescent and fluorescent bulbs in the same 
fixture, but in the overall areas we have added a few 
lamps, a few downlights—depending on the nature of the 
space—in order to get more of the desirable yellow-red 
into the room. 

6. Now all these principles I have mentioned blend 
into each other to make a very happy final point: The 
aesthetic or emotional value of the color and lighting 
treatment, along with the artistic and design value, which 
result in a very well integrated whole. Mind you, we do 
not start out with the last point. But if all the aforemen- 
tioned considerations are handled properly, you are 
bound to achieve a very fresh and pleasing effect. 

Let me stress here the one common denominator I 
have found in lighting and color: if both are applied 
correctly, in proper relationship to each other, people 
will react to the whole picture—the “integrated whole.” 

We want people to react to our installations with a 
feeling of liking the place, of not being bored with it, 
of being comfortable and at ease. I would even go so far 
as to say that a person should feel the same kind of 
serenity he exepriences on a walk through the country- 
side. For, after all, on a beautiful day in the country, 
isn’t one’s positive and pleasant reaction to nature a very 
well-integrated picture?

homes of eminent American families. The president of 
the firm, Mr. John Ryan, came to Smith & Watson as a 
young apprentice in 1915, and his son, who joined him 
in 1947, has profited by his father’s experience and is 
recognized today as an outstanding designer embodying 
in his furniture the pleasing details currently demanded 
by a smart clientele, these designs being particularly 
evident in an unusual collection of beds now on view, 
each custom-made with individual variations as to detail 
and size, to suit the demands of the client. 


Painting on Steel 
One of the decorative highlights of the newly designed 
Chase Manhattan Bank at 23rd Street in Manhattan is 
a gigantic mural on stainless steel by artist Buell Mullen. 
Measuring 51 feet in length and 14 feet in height, the 
mural is the largest ever created in this medium and 
depicts mills, bridges, bank vaults, power lines and other 
industrial projects financed by banks. To create the 
design, Mrs. Mullen used the new epoxy resins, instead 
of oil pigments, and the wonderful textured effects were 
achieved with power tools which burnish and line the 
steel. Thus, in her own words, she develops “an interplay 
of color and shimmering steel to achieve an unusual third 
dimensional effect.” Mrs. Mullen has also experimented 
with painting on other metals including aluminum,
